THE NEED FOR A WILL 


Californians, who like to insure 
everything—their cars, houses, 
their lives ... even their guests’ 
right to break a leg on the front 
doorstep and get paid for it— 
have largely ignored the cheapest 
insurance of all: a valid Will. 

It is estimated that of the some 
150,000 people who died in Cali- 
fornia last year, at least 60 per 
cent died without a Will of their 
own. Without a Will of “their 
own”’ means that if a person fails 
to make a Will, it is made for 
him by the state. The catch in 
this arrangement is that the state 
sometimes fails to see things his 
way; it has no insight into spe- 
cial family problems nor his in- 
tentions. 

The state doesn’t know about 
the brother who hasn’t spoken to 
you since you were married and 
who has no right to share in the 
money you and your spouse man- 
aged to save. Or that your clos- 
est relative may not be the No. 1 
choice to bring up your tender 
offspring. 

Bankers and lawyers alike are 
unanimous in recommending 
Wi'ls for everyone. They believe 
that every adult should have a 
Will even if his estate amounts 
to no more than one dollar. One 
bank trust officer explained: 
“You never know what will hap- 
pen to you. You may be run 
over by a truck and, because of a 
suit, your estate may be richer 
by one hundred thousand dol- 
lars.” 

At the same time trust officers 
in banks emphasize that Wills 
should be drafted, if possible, by 
a lawyer who knows his client’s 
circumstances well. No bank will 


write a Will or give legal advice. ; 


Banks administer estates, how- 
ever, when named executors of 
Wills. 

In neglecting to make a Will, 
an individual is in effect letting 
the state make his Will and name 
his beneficiaries. Quite often 
this results in sadness, hardships, 


_and corrosive bitterness. 


Minimum age requirement for 
execution of a Will in California 
is 18 for Wills covering either 
real or personal property. Cali- 
fornia law permits a man to dis- 
inherit his children or other near 
relatives, but it requires him to 
make some mention of them to 
show he had them in mind. 

Just having a Will, of course, 
does not automatically eliminate 
all pitfalls, . However, the only 
thing worse; than ‘having no Will 
at all is Having ‘one that has a 
defect, often the home-grown va- 
riety—a Will drawn without the 
help of a lawyer. The latter can 
be a cruel booby trap. 

In Southern California, for ex- 
ample, a man wrote his Will on 
a piece of stationery that carried 
his name printed at the top. The 
judge threw it out because it was 
no entirely handwritten as ex- 
pressly required by law. 

Only inner family history can 
explain some of the mysterious 
directions in Wills. Bequests have 
been made to dogs, cats, horses, 
goldfish, parrots, and even pigs. 

There is also the case of a long- 
suffering husband who was or- 
dered to smoke his cigars outside 
his luxurious house during the 
entire 45 years of married life. 
When he died, he left his wife 
$1 million with one provision— 
that she smoke a cigar a day. The 
lady was outraged, but the court 
ruled that the condition must be 
met. 

But even a revenge Will is bet- 
ter than no Will at all. Some 
trust officers who have seen the 








kept up to date,’ said one of 
them. “It's a simple act of de- 
cency, like leaving a room you've 
just walked out of in good 
order.’’
